I>r<»c.kl(isl»y, iitirl will occupy a site 
on the ground.M of the school ra<ting 
tJaidcti Street. 

Tlic material u.si^d in eoiiMtruction 
will be re<l brick with F'IcmiMh 
bond laid up in white mortar, and 
alHo iiHcd in()Uoiiis, the .stone lininli 
being gray Itidiaiia limcHtonc wilh 
base courw of 'Karitl stone and steps 
of granite, (iray brick is i-allcd 
for ofi [MjriioiiH of the ifiterifir walls, 
notably throiifrhout Htaircaw <!n- 
closiires and at the main entranttc 
vcxiilinle and fiom beams and gird- 
ers also enter into the ctmstriictioii. 
The root will be covered with tiark 
slate and lie lr)fly jiorlico at ihe 
front as well as the piaz/^t, two-«lo 
ricd in the rear, will be buiitof woo<l 
with tnctal roofs. 

The building is .54 feet wide and 
I'/i.'i feet long, with wingK tm f;acli 
corner, l7.v2().H feet, buill atanangle 
of forty-five degrees fiom the 
main Htructiire. It is three stories 
lii;;h exclusive of attic and basc- 
meid,, the latter owing to nature of 
the site beingadvantageoiisly locat- 
e<I. The exterior Is simply treated 
ami devoid of elaboration, de[H>nd- 
ifig for efrectiveness iifion the nuiss 
ing of the features and carefully 
stu lied pro[)ortioiis. The plan is laid 
out on axislines, giving tin? main 
entrance a central location and a 
ccfitral hall exlcniliri;; the entire 
length of the building. Mill eon- 
stiuction or Hlow-biirning construc- 
tion will be u.s<>d, and great caie 
has been taken to avoid possibilily 
of fire doing any damage. The 
outxide walls are not fiirred but are 
plastered on hollow brick, the sepa- 
ia(e lines of Htaireas4' will be en- 
(•los«wI wWh'ui brick walls and will 
l)e constructed of iron, with safety 
treads, and other prote<;tive fea- 
tures have iKiCfi introduced. 

The bawment has two amjde en- 
trances and contains a dining' room, 
sun-exj)osed, .'J0,vl2, and well light- 
ed and furnished with open fire- 
pla'ie, the kitchen, serving room, 
storeroom, pantry, servants' diniiiy 
room, large" [day rooms and conve- 
nient toilets. Thefirst floorisplan- 
iiHil with six well b<;hlcd classivxims 
and afif)ffice. In Die rear are locat- 
ed the matron's nwm, between two 
studies, one for girls and one for 
iKtys. These rfn»ms open upon a 
wide pia/za. and each hasn fireplace

the various dormitories, cfpiippcd 
with hK'kcrs, the balh rriorns, su|)er-

rooms. The thini flrtor contains 
rofuns for teachers, si-wing room, 
spare chamlwrs and (separately 
planned and accessible from one of 
the nifiin slairc/tscs) servants' quar- 
ters with bath room. The princi- 
pil feafur<»s of this (bsir are two 
hospitals, each with private bath 
iffom, and nurs^Vs room in close 
proximity, with nnen rooms, near 
which is a lift.

The finish throughout will be

— he was far advance*! over the 
olhci pupils. But for some reason 
he did not remain at Oall.audet 
College long. It was not, however, 
from any lack of ability to pursue 
the studies. Then he enteretl the 
office of Herman Probst, at that 
time (uit> »>f the leadinsi architects 
of Kansas City, as ,a draughtsman, 
Johnson wjis peculiaily adept in 
the wm'k and ailv.anced rapidly. 
About nine years ago he i'e«'eived 
and acc«^pted an offer to enter the 
service of the Pauly Jail and 
Manufacturing Co., of St. Louis, 
Hi» vemained in their service ever 
since, the last three years as fore- 
man of their drafting ilepartmcnt, 
and it is doubtful if he had his 
peer among deaf dranghtsmeiu 
Love for alcoholic liquors was his 
besetting sin, and it is very much 
r<>gretted thai with his superior 
intelligence and fine ainlities 
his life should come to so igno- 
miiiioKs an end.
